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Disbarments Likely in Fraud Against Patent Office 



' High Court Finds Glass Finnl 
_Built Monop oly on Phony Document |

WASHINGTON* May 20,— The possibility of dis:bariiie!;it 
eeduigs faced some of the Nation's leading patcrit 
ers today as a restilt of a unaninious finding by the 
^ Supreme Court this week that they had engag^ in au 
‘‘odious" fraud to upliold one of the oounby^s btggost monopolies. 

The hfeh court agreed that the 
its pat- 

ennawyers had practised fraud on 
the Patent Office and the courts to 
defend the patent on which Hart- 
ferd-Empire built a rich* natioo- 
Wide glass moftopoly. 

The Hartferd-Empira glass mon- 
opoly is the classic monopolv ease 
presentod to the TNEC (Tempor- 
juy National Economic Committee 1 
in 1938* Through its control of the 
manufacture of milk butties and 
other glass containers It has cost 
connimer; millions ol danars, Meny 
millions in patent royalties alone 
are involved. 

By virtue of its fraudulent patent* 
ihe company forced other glass 
companies to eeter Into a tight car- 
tel contmllirig the manufacture of 
glass products. The carte) fixed 
prices and limited competition. 

Now the Supreme Court has held 
that the patent was obtained in 
1928 by Fraud, and that it was sufi- 
tnined in tlie lower courts as a re- 
sult of fraud practi^ on the courts. 

The high court itself suggested the 
• poisfbility of disbarment proceed- 
InjK Against the la'^ers involved. 

Either the Q>niimssioner of Pat- 



ents or the courts can institute dis- 
barment pioceediugs. The law gives 
the Commissioner of Patents au- 
thority to disbar lawyers guiliy of 
mbeonduct” or fraud. The 
American Bar A$sDh may also take 
notice of the case in view of tlie 
unanimity of the high court's find- 
ings. 

Condor C. Henry* assistant com- 
misiOR®* of patents, told PM the 



Patent Office would study the Su 
prcRie Court findings to deteimme 
what action should be taken* if 



any. He said tbe court’s ruling had 
not been called to his attention. 
Courts Decision 

Here's what happened, accord- 
ing to Justice Hugo Bkek^s decision 
for the court: 

^ In 1928 the Patent Office was 
opposed to fHanting the patent. In 
order to "hdp along" the applica- 
tion for the patent* nfficejs and nt- 
tOTccys of Kjtrtford'Empire dodtierl 
to have an article published in a 
trade journal by “an ostensibly dis^ 
iDterestAd expert" describing the 
device a.s “a remarkable' advance 
in the art of fashioning gkia by 
maciiiiie." 



f Tiese officiEik and lawyers ol 
Hartford-Empire prepaid the' ar- 
ticle got a union president— W. P. 
Clarke, pre rij^nt of the American j 
Fllnfiila.^ Workers Union— to sign 
it and had it published in the trade 
pane". Shortly afterwards the ar- 
ticle 'was. submitted to the Patent 
Office as evidence that the device 
was an Important invention, in 
1923, the Patent 0fl5ce granted the 
patent. 

s A few months later Hartford- 
Empire brought suit against the 
Hazel-Atlas Class Cq,* its last big 
competitor fyir infriugement ol the 
phony patenh The monopoly h^t 
the case in the lower court when 
:it didn^t stress ' the phony docu- 
ment, but appealed to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

^ La the Circuit Court, the com- 
pany emphasised the fake docu- 
ment from 'die. trade paper and- the 
court cited it in' a deeisioD revers- 
ing the lowaf court and upholding 
(he patent 

HJPisateTi in' the higher court 



Haxcl-Atlas CapihJated, paid Hart- 
ford 31,000, OW, and foinod the 
glass mohopoly. 



|f The' dajf after the court d«i- 
sfoh, GWke,- .the\uiiion man who

IfThis coi^ case was settled in 
1932. Nine yeaffe' later* in 1941, the 
fraud was unoovered ' in an anti- 
trust -CEtse agaih.sV Hartfoid-Empire. 
.^a^-Atlas went beck to tlw Qr- 
cuH Court' witli' proof of the fraud- 
to ask for a new verdict. The court 



refused, and the compatiy appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 

It was OD this appeal to the 
Supreine Cour t tiiat . JUadLiiv4*Ai^J 
tM court. He overruled the OrcuH 
Court's 1932 deel^on against 
Haxel-Atlas and ordered the lower 
courts to reverse proceedings afi 
down the line. 

‘Proof Is Condosive* 

"Every element of fraud here 
disclosed demands the exercise of 
the historic power of equity to set 
aside fraudulently begotten |udg- 
ments,’^ Black said- 

‘'Here* even if We consider noth- 
ing but Hartford's sworn admis- 
sions, we find a deliberately 
planned and carefully execuieS 
scheme to defraud not onlv the 
Patent CMBce but the Circuit Gourts 
of Appeals* Ftoof of the sclieinjo*l 
and of its complete success up to 
date, is conclusive," 

Black added that "tampering 
with the administration of justice 
in the manner indisputably shown 
here involves far more than an in- 
|uiy to a single litigant," and that 
1t Is a vi^rong against the Lnstito- 
Hems set up to protect and safe- 
guard tlic public institutions in 
which fraud cannot complacently 
be tolerated consistently with the 
-good- ord^ of society " 

He doctinued: “Hartford's hand* 
hidden for years hui now admitted, 
had its genesis in the plan to pub- 
lish. on article for the delib^ate 
purpose of dcciving the Patent 
Office, The plan was^cxecuted* and 
the article was put to hadident u» 



in the Fatent Office* conhaw 
law. From there the trial of rif 
continued without break throL

Qieuit (Ciotirt of Appeals. 

, Minority Opinion 

A minority oi the court .disagt 
with Block oo the proper prooec 
for reversing the lower courts, 
agreed fully on the ftaud. Jus 
Owen J* Roberts, in. the 'mine 
opinion* said; 

"No fraud is more odious t 
ap attempt to subvert the ddr 
istratioD of justice. The cour 
unanimous in condemning 
transaction disclosed by th^ 
ord." 

.Roberts said the 1932 deci 
upholding Hartford's patent 
forced everyone in the indiistr;' 
get licenses from Hartford and 
"stified compclirioR."' He said^i 
since tiaat time, Hazel-Atlas c 
single member of the monop 
had realized more than 11,800, 
in royalties. 

Id the anti-trust cose, which 
posed the fraud, the Govema 
won the lower court dedsbn 
the case is now pending in the 
premo Cbuit* The hiith court 
postp'^i^ the decision until i 
year to order to hear furdwr a; 
ments. 

In that case the Govemn 
charged the ntonopoly had resu 
to Tii^i and □on-competl 
prices" to beat reslrtlng ^sv 
stjch as pyreM; in medical 
be^'erage botdos and fruit i,irs 
well as mffit bottles.
